WRIGHT CALLS FOR FAIRNESS DOCTRINE REEVALUATION 

WASHINGTON, D,C, — Citing alleged government harassment as a major 
barrier keeping the broadcast industry from fully investigating the news. 

Judge J, Skelly Wright, of the United States Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia Circuit, today (June 3) called for a reexamination of the Federal 
Communications Commission's Fairness Doctrine. His remarks were made in an 
address at the 1973 Commencement Exercises of The George Washington University's 
National Law Center. 

"Instead of enhancing First Amendment interests, it (the Fairness Doctrine) 
is alleged to have led to avoidance of controversy and suppression of discussion 
of issues of public importance," he said. "Rather than risk being charged by 
the Commission with bias on controversial issues, there is an alleged inherent 
tendency to avoid controversy and avoid making v;aves with the Commission." 

Such interference, Wright said, has caused the television industry to 
devote little time to hard investigative reporting of the news, as in the 
Watergate affair. "One would have thought that the national television networks, 
with their enormous resources, would have been well-suited to invest the time, 
manpot^er and money required to open up what was, after all, a story of nation¬ 
wide concern. The unsettling fact, however, is that it was the remaining news¬ 
papers that did the investigating—and only a handful of them at that, Tele-

^Islon stations for the most part simply repeated what the newspapers had dis- 
/ covered. The networks broadcast the ne^ra; but the papers uncovered the nev^s. 

The newspapers put their credibility on the line, and at times that.was no mean 
task* The broadcasters chose an easier course." 

"If some of the allegations of the broadcast industry are documented, I 
think we should first consider modifying the administration of the Fairness Doc« 
trine," he continued. "It must be remembered that the doctrine has two prongs. 
First, broadcasters have an affirmative duty of presenting programming on contro¬ 
versial icF.nus. We may be concentrating too hard on the second prong and not 
enough on the first, with the result that many broadcasters opt for silence on 
controversial Issues rather than present both sides." 

In reply to broadcasters who support abolishment of the Fairness Doctrine 
and "deregulation" of the broadcast media. Judge Wright stated that althou^ with 
UHF and cable broadcasting increasing the number of frequencies available and al¬ 
lowing more varied opinions to be presented, television stations must still pay 
attention to ratings and financial considerations, "It's not important to the 
newspaper management that everybody read the entire paper. What is important is 
that everybody find something he or she wants to read. The situation is radically 
different in the television business. The television station or network has to 
reach the largest number of people in each time segment. If it puts on a com¬ 
mentator who offends a large number of viewers, it will literally be turned off," 
In spite of broadcasters' arguments, he said, "The broadcast industry is a 
much more po\jerful and efficient influence on public attitudes and opinions than 
nerrapapers or magazines ever have been or ever will be." He pointed to the 
example of the placing on the air of anti-smoking commercials, the subsequent 
removal of all pro- and anti-cigarette commercials, and a corresponding decrease

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tand increase in the national level of smoking, 

"Before we deregulate the public media in the name of the First Amendment 
and allow licensees or the advertisers that support them to manipulate public 
opinion as they desire, we should proceed vrith the greatest caution," Judge 
V?right said. "The answers are not easy, but I txust that vjith careful study and 
after much debate we will find some," 

In his remarks. Judge Wright also called for an end to the "overclassifica¬ 
tion" of government documents, "Secrecy has become enmeshed with what I would 
call the myth of official expertise," he said. "By monopolizing the flow of 
information, government officials put themselves on pedestals vis-a-vis the 
public...1 believe it is paternalism of the rankest variety...The Constitution 
and the First Amendment rest on the assumption th^at if the people are given the 
facts, they will choose a wise course. 

"...The public's right to know is the very heart of the First Amendment and 

the very lifeblood of our democracy,,,Over the years it is a principle which has 
• • 

all too often been honored in the breach. Instead of government £f the people, 

we have too often been treated to government above the people."

GWU RECEIVES NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION GRANT 

WASHINGTON, D,C« — A comprehensive body of literature on technological 
innovation and related analytical stipport services is now being developed at 
The George Washington University, 

This is being done as a result of the establishment of an Innovation 
Information and Analysis Project funded by a grant of almost $250,000 
to the university from the National Science Foundation, The project will be 
one of the supporting elements of the NSF National Research and Development 
Assessment Program. The overall purpose of the NSF R & D Assessment Pro¬ 
gram is to achieve an understanding of the process of technological innova¬ 
tion and its implications—including socio-economic effects—and the relation¬ 
ship of technological innovation to U,S« government policy options. 

This is the first grant luader the NSF's National Research and Develop¬ 
ment Assessment Program. 

The project will perform a broad range of tasks with the major objective 
of building a system to collect, analyse, and disseminate information on 
innovation, particularly as the role of government relates to this process. 

In addition, the project plans to provide communicative and educational 
services. Current activities are related to the informational part of the 
program, including the preparation of abstracts of articles and accession 
lists of important articles not currently abstracted.

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Plans call for the expansion of the Infonnatlonal and analytical ser¬ 
vices of the project to clients other than the National Science Foundation, 
to users at the Federal, state and local levels of government, and to the 
private research connunity including both universities and private industry, 

Wesley L* Tennant, former associate director of Stanford Research 
Institute's Washington office (Management Systems Division), is project 
manager. 

A great variety of information services will eventually be offered by 
the project. Informational research will be conducted in such public policy 
areas as taxation, patents, antitrust law, regulation, procurement, and 
trade. 

When fully operational, the project will also set up seminars, conferen¬ 
ces, and other special means for disseminating the project's findings about 
the innovation process. 

The project will be under the direction of Louis H. Mayo, Vice President 
for Policy Studies and Special Projects at George Washington. Vice President 
Mayo is Director of the university's Program of Policy Studies in Science and 
Technology. The new project is being conducted as one of the program's many 
research activities. 

The GW Program of Policy Studies in Science and Technology is a univer¬ 
sity-wide, interdisciplinary, problem-oriented group, not tied to any school 
or department, but which can and does draw upon the resources of the university. 

Through its various research projects and the wide range of professional 
contacts of its senior staff, it draws frequently also upon scientific and 
technical resources throughout the United States, Canada, and other scientifi¬ 
cally advanced countries of the world.

2000: AN EDUCATION ODYSSEY? 


WASHINGTON, D.C. What educational systems will be needed to prepare 
society for life in the year 2000 and beyond? 

What roles will educators, paraprofessionals, and community leaders play 
in creating these systems? 

What steps can be taken to move from philosophizing about education's 
goals to carrying them out? 

These and other questions will be explored in a summer institute on 
"Learning for Tomorrow: A Look at Education Futures," to be held at The George 
Washington University on Tuesday and Wednesday, July 24 and 25. 

Co-sponsors are GWU's School of Education and Area 5 of Montgomery County, 
Md., Public Schools. 

Institute leader will be Dr. Harold G. Shane, University Professor of 
Education at Indiana University and a prolific writer on curriculum and educa¬ 
tion for the future. 

Dr. Shane and his wife. Dr. June Grant Shane, were authors of a teacher's 
guide to a paperback edition of "Future Shock" by Alvin Toffler. 

The couple also are contributors to "Learning for Tomorrow," a new book on 
the future,edited, by Toffler and scheduled for publication by Random House 
in January 1974. 
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Last year, Dr. Harold Shane, a consultant to the U.S. Office of Education, 
wrote a 135-page report entitled '"The Educational Significance of the Future: 
Implications for USOE Policy Decisions." 

In opinions on education collected from 82 leading futurists (scientists 
and scholars who consider possibilities for social and technological change) in 
the United States and England, Dr. Shane found support for a flexible, year- 
round educational system to provide a person with continual, personalized, 
methodical schooling from the age of three or younger and into old age. 

His findings, summarized in an article in the June issue of "The Futurist" 
magazine, also include futurist backing for the concept of a"paracurriculum," 
in which the school would be a planner and "broker" for (rather than an alter¬ 
native to) non-school learning experiences. 

Assisting Dr. Shane in the institute will be Miss Katherine H.W. McKenzie, 
former vice president of Compton's Encyclopedia; Frank Snowden Hopkins, coor¬ 
dinator for chapter services of the World Future Society; Charles W. Williams 
Jr., vice president of the World Future Society and deputy director of the 
Social Policy Research Center, Stanford Research Institute; and Dr. Richard 
Morrow, associate director of the Academy for School Executives, American As¬ 
sociation of School Administrators. 

The film "Future Shock" will be shown on the afternoon of July 24th. The 
42-minute movie, based on the Toffler book and narrated by Orson Welles, depicts 
the future advance of modern technology to where we will be "victims of our 
own technological strength," The film was released this year. 

The institute will be held in GWU's Building C, 2201 G Street, N,W. 
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Limited to 150 participants, the program is aimed primarily at administra¬ 
tive and supervisory education personnel but wiUbe open to other persons.

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MOVING BOOKS BY HOOK OR CROOK 


WASHINGTON, D«C» — Moving into The George Washington University's new 
$10 million library facility was a snap compared to moving out of the old 
library two blocks away* The old library stacks, crowded and narrow, hampered 
any attempts to move the library's 450,000 volumes quickly and efficiently* 
Knocking out one wall of the 35-year-old structure was far too costly* 

But trust old-time American ingenuity to come to the rescue* Mover Marvin 
Todd, of Todd North American Van Lines, Rockville, Md*, had a better idea* "If 
you want to do something easy, get a lazy man to do it," he Joked, and came up 
with an innovative solution* 

Removing half of the staircases in one of the old stack stairwells made 
a perfect miniature elevator shaft. Todd designed a special bookcart from 
V plywood (see diagram) with a four-wheel dolly that could be rolled onto a 
metal elevator platform he had made from four inch channel metal (see photo). 
Opening a hole in the roof allowed a crane to lower the platform down the make¬ 
shift shaft* The bookcarts were loaded and placed on the platform inside the 
building, and then whisked away through the roof to trucks waiting below and 
outside* A complete cycle of the crane took less than five minutes, and the 
entire move of the book collection took only two weeks* 
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The move, christened "Operation Andrea Doria" by library staffers, 
was carefully planned and executed by University Librarian Rupert 
Woodward and Clrculatlc« Director Jon Melegrito, who served as Move Dlrec* 
tor* Many weeks of painstaking coding and work with old and new library 
floor plans allowed the move to take place with few problems* The added 
touch of the flying crane delivered the books In perfect shelf order and 
provided a popular attraction on the GWU campus.
